Sugar factory, the city has a tile fac­ 
tory, a big oil cloth factory and a 
broom factory, all located in the in­ 
dustrial section. 
Products from these 
factories are sold all over the coast. 
Possibly the sugar goes furthest but 
salesmen from the oilcloth and broom 
factories bring huge orders 
to 
the 
town of factories. 
In the last year these factories have 
been reaching out for more trade, and 
what is more to the point they have 
been getting it. Their success speaks 
a good deal for the enterprise of indi­ 
vidual citizens of Huntington Beach. 
Sugar Factory 
The Holly sugar factory, adjoining 
the city limits on the north, is the 
most modern factory in the United 
States. 
Th 1b factory cost 
over $1,- 
000,008, has a site of 60 acres, and em­ 
ploys between 900 and 400 men while 
making sugar, with a pay roll of about 
$150,000 annually; slices beets from 
about 12,000 acres each year; daily 
consumption of beets 
1200 to 
1400 
tons; pays farm ers over $800,000 an­ 
nually for beets: output is from 30,- 
000,000 to 35,000,000 pounds of the 
highest quality pure white sugar, In 
every way equal to 
the 
best cane 
sugar; receives and forwards about 
6000 
carloads 
of freight 
annually; 
freight earnings in business to and 
from the factory over $300,000 annu­ 
ally; uses about 60,000 barrels of fuel 
oil, and about 10,000 tons of lime rock 
yearly:

H untugton Beach to the factory for 
the benefit of the employes. 
Other Industries 
A large oilcloth factory has recently 
been put in operation, a short distance 
south of the sugar factory, located on 
a six-acre site donated by the Hunt­ 
ington Beach Company. 
This is the 
only factory of this Kind west of St. 
Louis. 
The factory has a capacity of 
1450'rolls of oilcloth per day, and the 
building is absolutely fire-proof. 
A broom factory, owned and operat­ 
ed by the Pacific Coast Broom Factory, 
is located just south of the sugar fac­ 
tory.
